Bell Demonstrates Radiophone

In the very near future Mont- 
real citizens may be able to phone 
their wives up from the car and 
tell her the old one about being 
kept late at the office. Further- 
more If they keep their finger on 
the little black button she won't 
be able to talk back. . 

All this and more will be made 
possible when the Bell Telephone 
Company inaugurates their radio- 
phone system early In 1947. The 
Bell demonstrated this remarkable 
Invention on the campus this after- 
noon for the benefit of the gradu- 
ates attending the reunion. 

The cradle type, frequency mod- 
ulation phone, is installed on the 



dashboard of the car and by lift 
ing the receiver and pressing a 
small button the caller is connect- 
ed with the operator. This button 
is pressed to talk and released to 
listen. Although all the cars are 
on what approximates a party line 
a system of selective signalling 
makes all conversations strictly 
private. , 

The infinite possibilities of this 
equipment to such people as doc- 
tors and to large industrial con- 
cerns may well be Imagined, al- 
though present installation costs of 
$25 and monthly rental of $22 
makes It impractical for the aver- 
age car owner.

Hanratty at 
Vets' Meeting 



At a special meeting called by 
the Student Veterans' Society in 
the McGill Union last night, T. E. 
Hanratty, president of the Vet- 
erans' Housing League of Ottawa, 
outlined briefly the efforts of the 
League to house veterans in need 
of accommodation. He defended his- 
action In leading Ottawa veterans 
in taking over unoccupied govern- 
ment buildings after a series of 
rallies and open meetings had failed 
to bring satisfactory action from 
federal or civic officials. 

"The government may claim that 
there was valuable equipment in 
one of the buildings occupied, but 
they must not forget that Canadian 
men, women and children are much 
more valuable to the country," he 
stated. 

Following Mr. Hani:atty's address, 
John Switzman, Housing Director 
of the Vets' Society, introduced 
five resolutions to the 50 or so vet- 
erans in attendance. 
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Founcfër 's Day, 1946 

Founder's Day, 194b", marks the 125th anni- 
versary of the granting of the charter to the 
University, and charts yet another step in the 
long and wonderful history of McGill. Many 
arc the men and women who have come and 
gone through her halls since they were first 
opened in 1821, and with each the stature and 
prestige of the university has grown tremen- 
dously until now she stands high in the ranks 
of institutions of learning over this continent 
and throughout the world. 

This year, we must not only pause to remem- 
ber James McGill, to whom wc owe so much", 
but wc must reflect, too, on those hundreds and 
thousands of McGill students and graduates 
who performed so heroic a task in the world 
wars which have marred this contury. That the 
distinguished Visitor, Lord Alexander, is to lay 
the cornerstone for the AVar Memorial building 
Sunday morning is an indication that wc will 
not soon forget our fellows who gave their all 
so that wc and students everywhere may be 
able to pursue our endeavors for civilization 
and humanity in an atmosphere of freedom and 
progress. 

Once again McGill is showing the way in 
setting up a useful memorial in tribute to those 
who died in World War II. Past attempts 
have too often resulted in shrines which soon 
became relics. The proposad auditorium rink 
will bo both a suitable commemoration and a 
Valuable addition to the campus, wherein stu- 
dents and graduates may play and think in the 
manner those to whom it will bo dedicated 
would wish them to. Truly, as Principal James 
said in his message to the Graduates Reunion 
luncheon meeting yesterday, "May I . . . express 
the hope that they (the War Memorial build- 
ings) may be symbolic of more than the deep 
spirit of gratitude to those to whom they are 
a tribute? They express the interest of gradu- 
ates in undergraduates, and emphasize tho ties 
that bind each one of you to the University of 
whioh you were made members in tho days of 
your youth." 

May we also express pleasure in the fortun- 
ate choice of recipients of honorary degrees at 
tomorrow morning's Convocation. Seldom we 
find a group of men with such varied fields of 
endeavor who collectively have rendered distin- 
guished public servico of a nature as have those 
four. The international scope of the University 
is accentuated by those honored, who link Scot- 
land, tho United States and Canada. 

On this Founder's Day it is only fitting that 
a man such as Sir Hector Hctherington, prin- 
cipal and vice-chancellor of James McGill's old 
university, be awarded a degree for his many 
services to his fellow-men. The effort of Hon. 
Ray Atherton, Dr. Cotton and Mr. Fcthcrston- 
haugh, as well, deserve such tribute and it is 
with great pleasure that wc welcome them into 
the ranks of tho University's graduates and into 
the family of McGill men and women.

It was always a question of 
subject— or even more difficult the treatment to be 
accorded the obvious subject. 

In such a vein we wrestled with the annual 
charities appeal, the annual graduates dinner, the 
annual convocation— often resorting to the old 
DAILY files for inspiration— and even whole para- 
graphs and yes, shame on us, even whole editorials. 
With this infamous background which is well known 
to all DAILY editors it was rather a shock to be 
faced with the proposition of producing yet another 
piece for these pages. 

Yet the job is not so bad this time. We have 
the obvious subject, and we have the obvious con- 
clusion and even the middle part— the meat in the 
sandwich is pretty tasty. -'WHAT'S THE MATTER 
WITH OLD McGILL?' As we look around and see 
all the student residences, the new cyclotron, and 
tho other physical improvements, particularly the 
gym, we are apt to be impressed. As wc look at 
the picture a little more closely we sec the largest 
student body In .the history of the University and 
arc further impressed— the faculty looks good too. 
McGill's reputation Is even wider than heretofore 
and just as brilliant. 

But we must not let a sentimental bazc blind 
us. There arc still many things need before wc can 
regard McGill as the complete university we want 
and need. We are on the road to realization in some 
respecls. Wc will, In due course have the Rink. We 
are building up our reputation In fields heretofore 
neglected. But McGill still needs a good substantial 
endowment. McGill needs more scholarships and 
McGill needs higher pay for the members of the 
Faculty. These things will come In time if those 
of us— the graduates of today and the graduates of 
tomorrow— continue to support our Alma Mater. 

But the very success of the present reunion Is 
indicative of the trend and wc can therefore rest 
assured that those things which we need but have 
not got, will In due course be forthcoming. 

Truely, therefore, can we say in answer to our 
somewhat rhetorical question 'SHE'S ALL RIGHT, 
OH YES YOU BET.' • 



Time and Tide

Countless graduates will appreciate and endorse 
the gesture of the past presidents of the Students' 
Society who tonight are paying tribute o G. H 
("Finnic") Fletcher at a dinner in the Faculty Club. 
To graduates of the past 23 years Finnic and his 
immortal and inimitable laugh have become a part 
of the McGill tradition. Many, upon their return 
to Montreal, make their first, if not their only, 
McGill vsit to him. At re-unions in far-off places 
he Is Invariably remembered in their reminiscences. 
It would be interesting to know in how many dis- 
tant places and under how many strange circum- 
stances, attempts have been made to imitate that 
laugh. The attempts could never be quite success- 
ful as perfee mimicry, but the memories they have 
evoked have adddc to the gaiety of many gatherings. 

Born near Melbourne In Western Ontario In the 
80's, young Gil Fletcher attended the Glcncoe High 
Schol. After a brief spell of school-teaching, he 
entered McGill In the Class of 1911— and In his 
Freshman year he became "Finnic" (originally 
"Phincas"). The reason for the name will of course 
be obvious to all who remember their English Litera- 
ture! As soon as the professor mentioned the 
names of the dramatists Giles and Phincas Fletcher, 
Dan Gillmor appropriated the "Phineas" for his class- 
mate. While an undergraduate, Finnic was presi- 
dent of the Sophomore class; he was a soccer and 
rugby player, and a wrestler. In the First War he 
trained with the McGill C.O.T.C and went with 
the McGill battallon-thc 148th— to England where 
he was commissioned. Upon the dlsbandment of 
the 148th he transferred to the 73rd (the third 
battalion of the Canadian Black Watch) and with 
them the kilted Lieutenant Fletcher served In 
France. 

Alter his return to Canada, Finnic again taught 
school for a time, and then Jn 1823 he became Secre- 
tary of the McGill Students' Society. In that posi- 
tion, and as Advertising Manager of the Daily, he 
has been guide, philosopher and friend to succeed- 
ing undergraduate executives. For more than 
twenty years he has viewed the ups and downs 
of college life; he has sat through more stormy 
Council sessions than any one person should be 
expected to endure, and has survived more Daily 
"crises" than ho would probably care to remember. 
Finnlo should write his memoirs. They would make 
Interesting reading— yet some of us who now con- 
sider ourselves pretty Important people might wish 
he wouldn't. He knows too much about usl 

Tonight, as guest of honour of those who were 
presidents of the Students' Society In the years when 
he was secretary, he can bo sure that, as they pay 
their tributes, they are truly representing hundreds 
of their, fellow-graduates. All join in tho sincere 
wish that Finnic's famous laugh will continue to 
be heard through many a year to come. 



Fred Wigle

It was a better winter day and 
the north wind blowing across the 
Maas, over the damp Dutch polder 
land, chilled the hardiest Can- 
adians to the marrow. 

For several days of the 1045 win- 
ter "lull" period an attack had 
been going m against an Inslgnlfic 
ant ferry landing known as 
Kapcischeveer. Polish troops and 
British troops had tried twice be- 
fore to dislodgo the Germans from 
this strategic dike-protected spot 
and had failed. Now It was the 
Canadians' turn, and foot by foot, 
through ice, slush and water, and 
under German machinegun, mortar 
and artillery fire, they were reduc- 
ing the garrison. 

It was a grim battle, fought by 
men in white, hooded coveralls to 
give them- camouflage. It was go- 
ing considerably slower than sche- 
dule and was costing heavy casu- 
alties on both sides. 

Into this fight, for his first test 
as a battalion commander, came 
Fred Wigle, the big, warm-heârted 
McGill graduate whose memory is 
being honored In a football trophy 
that will bear his name. , 

Fred was a tank man- at heart, 
a former brigade major In the 3th 
Armored Division, later general 
staff officer first grade in the 4th 
Armored. But he was a man of ac- 
tion too and when the call came 
for him to take over the Argyll 
and Sutherland Highlanders, an 
infantry battalion in the 4th Divi- 
sion, he welcomed it with the same 
enthusiasm that he welcomed Mc- 
Gill-Queen's football game. ■ 

Wc saw Fred on that first day of 
his new command, the second or 
third day of the battle. He had just 
come back from a recce of his for- 
ward positions and was mud-spat- 
tered and weary but he found time 
as he always did, to review the 
battle and chew the fat about his 
McGill friends. 

The Canadians captured Kapci- 
scheveer a day or so later and Fred 
and his men got a well-deserved 
rest— a rest they needed for It 
wasn't long before they were on 
the move again. 

Their next offensive was In the 
approaches to the Rhine and once 
again the Argylls, and Fred, were 
In tho thick of It as they fought, 
first in the gap and then south of 
the Hochwald where one of the 
staged. 

grimmest battles of the war was 
After the Rhine was spanned, the 
fighting was easier for a time and 
the Argylls moved rapidly north 
and cast towards the Emden-Wil- 
helmshavcn peninsula. They were 
still moving rapidly as they ap- 
proached the Kustcn canal. 

It was mid-April of last year and 
the Argylls were approaching a 
little German town called Fric- 
soythc. 

The opposition was light and the 
companies advanced quickly. Fred 
had stopped briefly with his tank 
headquarters in a house, pending 
another move forward, when 50 
soldiers were seen approaching the 
house. 

A scout went out to see who the 
soldiers were and when he failed 
to return it was realized these men 
were Germans. Fred organized 
his 10 to 15 defenders ordering no 
one to fire unless the Germans 
fired first. 

A gun went off and Fred turned 
up the stairs to see that his posi- 
tions there were prepared. He had 
gone only a few steps when a 
sniper's bullet, passing through a 
shell hole in the door, struck him 
in the back. He died almost in 
stantly. 

Had Fred lived to see the end 
of that fight, he would have been 
proud of his men. 

"The Germans came up to the 
house and threw grenades through 
the windows." a lance-corporal 
who operated a wireless set with 
one hand and a tommy gun with 
the other, related later. "None got 
Inside. The boys did a real job. 
They were fighting mad after the 
colonel was killed, and I guess 
that's why they stuck 

When relief, summoned by the 
wireless operator, came, the rem- 
nants of the little force were still 
holding out. Only six of the at- 
tacking Germans escaped. The 
boys say the sniper who shot Fred 
wasn't among those six.

Announcement was mado at the McGill Football Pnlly, 
Which was held in the Percival Molson Memorial Stadium last 
nighl (Thursday evening, October 3rd) of the donation of a 
memorial football trophy to the Athletics Board of McGill Uni- 
versity by the McGill Chapter of the Zcla Psi Fraternity, in

memory of one of its members, the late Lt.-Col, Frederick Ernest 
Wglr. D.S.O., O.B.E., B. Com., McGill 1936. 

Fred Wgle, who had a distinguished career at McGill and 
v as one of its outstanding athletes of a decade ago, captained 
the McGill Football team in 1935. He was a valuable member of 
both the Football and Hockey teams for several years and will 
be remembered as a hard and clean player whose conduct on the 
Field or on the Ice was always characterized by good nature and 
food sportsmanship. 

In early 1941 he was commissioned as a Lieutenant from the 
McGill C.O.T.C. ar.d after proceeding overseas, rose rapidly to 
the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel which he held when killed in 
action in Germany on April 12th, 1945, while Commanding Officer 
of the 1st Battalion of the Argyll and Sutherland Highlanders, al 
the age of 31. He was thrice awarded military honours for his 
outstanding gallantry and leadership, having been Mentioned in 
Despatches, awarded the Distinguished Service Order and creat- 
ed an Officer of the Order of the British Empire. 

The trophy is given to the McGill Athletics Board for award 
cjui year lo the player on the McGill Rugby-Football team who, 
in the estimation of his fellow team members, has best evidenced 
good sportsmanship in emulation of the example set by the late 
Fred Wiglc. and a request has been made that this award will 
take pince each year us a ceremony at the Annual Meeting of 
the McGill Rugby-Football Club.
